Military Training Camps this year. 
Amid historic scenes of romantic ap¬ 
peal, experts of the regular army will 
provide at Del Monte and Fort Win¬ 
field Scott thirty days of fun, frolic, 
athletics, amusements and training 
for both body and mind. 

And it is all free. As part of the 
National Defense Program, the War 
Department conducts these camps to 
raise the physical standard of the 
nation's young manhood, to inspire 
patriotism and promote better citi¬ 
zenship and respect for law and or¬ 
der. Any able-bodied young man of 
good character not less than 17 or 
more than 24 years old is welcomed 
by the military authorities.

Despite the fact that camps will 
not open until July 26, California is 
already assured Its full quota of a 
thousand, declares Colonel Erneste V. 
Smith, chief of staff of the 91st Di¬ 
vision, Presidio of San Francisco.

condition of existence ? A mortal’s 
selfhood, his consciousness of being, is 
obviously mental. Therefore, his body, 
which is the embodiment and exter- 
nalization of his mentality, is just as 
| mental as the rest of human exis¬ 
tence. 

Discordant conditions of the body 
are therefore due to discordant condi¬ 
tions of human sense; and it can be 
1 readily seen that, if the light of the 
Christ-truth is brought to bear upon
